Current quarantine measures. 

[Translated in this Bureau from the Veroffentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheit- 
samtes, Berlin, May 25, 1899.] 

Belgium. — The requirements of articles 1 to 4 of the royal proclama- 
tion of April 5, 1897, with regard to measures for preventing the intro- 
duction of plague are put in force from May 8, 1899, for arrivals from 
the part of the Arabian coast of the Red Sea; declared infected, viz, 
between Leith and Yambo, exclusive of the places named. Such arriv- 
als shall be treated at the quarantine stations in the Scheldt, at the port 
of Ostend, or Newport, or at Selzaete in the manner required by the 
Venetian Convention. 

British East Indies. — By an official notice published before the 
opening of the pilgrim season, persons intending to make the pilgrim- 
age were informed that in consequence of the existence of plague in 
various ports of India the Government would permit the pilgrimage of 
this year only on condition of the pilgrims undergoing a ten days' quar- 
antine at the isolation station of Chittagong before embarking. Pil- 
grims are also earnestly advised to defer the pilgrimage till a more 
favorable season, not only on account of the uncertain condition of the 
country between Djiddah and Mecca, but because the Turkish sanitary 
authorities enforce the strictest quarantine measures against pilgrims 
arriving from plague-infected India. 

During the present year only 2 pilgrim vessels have left for the 
Hedjaz, carrying in all 1,446 pilgrims. The small number of Hindoo 
pilgrims as compared with the proportion of the Mohammedan popu- 
lation of India is due to the famine of last year and to the prevalence
